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Appeals board 
postpones action

Saying his board needed more 
time to receive and review input 
from local boards, Wilmington 
Board of Appeals Ch: an Bruce 
MacDonald postponed action on a 
comprehensive permit for a 
proposed mixed rental housing 
project. 

The 60 day continuance was 
agreed to by representatives of the 
Investors Management Group 
(IMG), who were present at last 
Wednesday's hearing seeking local 
approval of their plan to build 204 
apartment units off Ballardvale 
Street. Twenty percent or 40 of 
those units would be set aside for 
families with low to moderate 
income, 

‘A comprehensive permit may be 
granted in towns which have less 
than 10 percent low to moderate 
income housing. It allows the 
developer to circumvent the 
normal board process. However, 
the developer must seek separate 
approval from the Conservation 
Commission. 


According to IMG, Wilmington 
has a shortfall of 356 units to meet 
the 10 percent state requirement. 
There seemed to be some question 
over whether the entire 204 units 
would count toward that require- 
ment or just the 40 slated for 
families with lower income. 

If IMG is not successful in 
obtaining a comprehensive permit 
through the town, representatives 
expect to seek one thorugh the state 
board of appeals. MacDonald told 
the large gathering that in probably 
90 percent of the cases, the state 
upholds developers. He added that 
he felt his board had been placed in 
a “no-win situation” and, 
personally, he would like to keep 
the project under town control. 

"IL would just as soon see the 
board deny this permit and take our 
chances with the state," Robert 
Gosse countered, speaking for area 
residents and several local officials 
who urged board members to deny 
the permit. Angry abutters pointed 
to high density with 204 units on a

$5,000 ceiling on the unearned 
income. With reform proposals, 
there was no longer to be a tax 
incentive for a parent to give over 
control of assets, But reformers felt 
there should be no change if a 


grandparent funds a child's 
custodial account. Two 
grandparents can give each child as 


much as $20,000 a year without 
triggering a gift tax. 

Clifford trusts also came under 
scrutiny when the House version of 
the tax law set the tax rate of the 
trust at that of the-donor, not the

Public Utilities (DPU) complaining 
that the RMLD was acting in an 
unfair manner against Wilmington 
customers, and to the advantage of 
the Town of Reading. 

Later, in a parallel action, the 
Town of Wilmington filed with the 
DPU a petition to establish a Light 
Department, instead of using the 
services of the RMLD. The two 
actions, while independent of each 
other, involve many of the same 
questions. 

Briefly, Bernstein & Smick 
summarized the situation in a 
report written on September 
fourth, and another written on 
August 21, the day that briefs were 
filed. 

"Based on the RMLD's brief 
(legal arguments filed on August 
21, Ed.) we can now assume we 
have won the following issues:” 
The letter began. 


September 4th letter 

"1) STREET LIGHTING 
Customers will no longer bear the 
cost of any streetlighting losses 
within the Town of Reading. Total 
annual savings: $120,000 Annual 
savings to Wilmington Rate C 
(Commercial rate, Ed.) $66,000." 

"2) MMWEC - RMLD agrees to 
flow back the unspent sums in this 
special reserve account to 
customers. Total rebate: $1.4 
million plus accrued interest. Total 
rebate to Wilmington Rate C 
customers, $770,000 plus accrued 
interest. Timing of rebate: depends 
on DPU order." (MMWEC is an 
organization of municipal light 
departments in Massachusetts 
which are assisting the Seabrook 
power station with its financial 
problems, Ed.) 

"3) VOLUNTARY PAYMENTS 
~ (Payments to town in lieu of taxes, 
Ed.) - These payments probably 
will no longer be made. If made, 
they probably will not be expensed 
through to customers. Total annual 
savings: $100 thousand - $200 
thousand (based on the past five 
years)." 

“Total annual savings to 
Wilmington Rate C customers: $65 
thousand - $165 thousand.” 

“The outcome of our three other 
issues (depreciation at three percent 
versus five percent; an eight 
percent rate of return calculation 
using gross v. net plant; and 
revenue allocation among the 
several rates) depends on the DPU 
decision.” 

(The reference in the previous 
paragraph is to be percentage of 
return on investment, allowed the 
RMLD by the DPU in a previous 
but recent decision. This decision, 
according to Chamber officials, has 
now been revoked by the DPU. 
Ed.) 

August 21st letter 

Writing further, the letter states: 
"I take this as a strong sign that the 
DPU will take a very thorough look 
at RMLD's challenged depreciation 
practices, in sharp contrast to prior 
years when RMLD's requests to

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change its depreciation were 
routinely granted without any 
investigation.” 

The letter was signed by Charles 
Harak one of the attorneys making 
up the firm of Bernstein & Harak. 

In the informational letter written 
on August 21 the firm of Bernstein 
and Smick reported on the 
following items: 


Street lighting - "we show that 
RMLD has discriminated in the 
past, and that its witnesses either 
explicitly agree (in the case of Mr. 
LaCapra), or agree to change the 
Past practices in ways that are 
favorable to us (in the case of Mr. 
Rhinerson). We ask the DPU to 
tule that RMLD overcharged its 
customers $742 thousand from 
1980 - 1985, and we ask the DPU to 
prohibit Streetlighting 
discrimination in the future. | am 
very confident we will get a 
favorable prospective ruling; I 
cannot predict what the DPU will 
do in regard to past practices. The 
streetlighting loss charged to 
ratepayers has been running 
approximately $120 thousand a 
year. 


Voluntary payments ~ "we argue 
that RMLD has improperly 
charged ratepayers for the 
payments made to the three outside 
towns. (Lynnfield, North Reading 
and Wilmington, Ed.), We ask that 
the DPU so rule, and that the 
practice of charging ratepayers be 
prohibited in the future. (We do not 
argue that RMLD cannot make 
these payments, only that 
ratepayers cannot be charged.) I am 
confident that the DPU will give us 
a favorable ruling prospectively; it 
is hard to predict what they will do 


about past practices. These charges 
to ratepayers have been running 
between $100 thousand and $250 
thousand per year.” 


“On the MMWEC reserve, we ask 
that any funds remaining be 
returned to the ratepayers by 
January 1, 1988. I am confident 
that the DPU will agree with our 
argument, although they may not 
formally order RMLD to make the 
refunds, as RMLD informally 
agreed to do so when pressed 
during the hearings. The 
unrefunded balance is in excess of 


$1.4 million.” 


Revenue allocation. “We argue 
that RMLD deliberately ignored 
the results of the 1983 UE&C 
study, because it showed rate C 
customers to be overcharged. We 
ask the DPU to rule that rate C 
customers were overcharged by 
approximately $3 million as a 
result, We are unlikely to obtain a 
favorable ruling for the many 
reasons we discussed 


However, we may obtain a 
favorable language that deters 
RMLD from behaving so 
arbitrarily in the future. As to the 
1986 revenue allocation, we argue 
that Mr. LaCapra's work is 
completely unreviewable, and that 
another cost of service study should 
be performed. | am inclined to % 
believe that the DPU will agree 
with our argument, although if 
point out that even a favorable ?

" This is the most unpredictable 
issue we have raised yet one where 
we have a very strong case for 
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some form of relief. 

"Should we obtain a ruling along 
the lines requested the DPU will 
find that RMLD has overcharged 
its customers $1 million in the past 
four years. Further, the prospec- 
tive effect of such a ruling will save 
customers about $250,000 a year?

Frankly speaking

When you conduct a survey of teachers as to what they did 
over the summer months, a number will respond that the 
time was not spent in leisurly relaxation or the pursuit of 
cultural enrichment, but instead, in earning a few extra 
American dollars for the family budget, thus supplementing 
their salaries. And at the same time, a growing number of 
people are concerned as to how we pay our teachers and 
what we recognize as the financial worth of their positions. 

This is not to suggest that it is a tragedy that someone has to 
spend the summer working, especially whereas the majority 
of us do exactly that and live to tell about it. However, many 
are questioning how we compensate teachers financially. 
The majority of starting salaries in the area for a new 
teacher with no experience is approximately $18,000, 
which will always include various benefits. But how does 
this compare with an individual who spent the same amount 
of time as the teacher studying at college, but in the area of 
engineering. He or she is, upon matriculating from college, 
an immediate candidate for a $35,000 a year job at Raytheon 
and the American Express Card. And in a society that 
believes in equal pay for equal work, is the engineer 
providing a more vital and valuable service than the teacher? 

The answer to this is naturally no, and so many are 
predicting a significant increase in what school systems offer 


for teacher salaries. 


It would be ridiculous for anyone to 


contend that they should earn less than most other 
professionals, or for that matter a bus driver for the 
M.B.T.A. Yet, interestingly enough, some taxpayers have 
argued that a teacher does not ‘put in a full day’. They get 
out at three, have great vacations, and never work weekends 
unless there is a national emergency. But all of that is a 
definite misconception. The preparation time that a teacher 
spends in preparing for classes can take hours, and after 
school activities and academic help for students does not 
allow a teacher to be home in time for ‘General Hospital’. 
As for the vacations, the salaries are figured with this in 


mind. 


Many public school systems have pointed to Prop. 2 1/2 
and a decrease in funding to public education for the slow 
rise in teacher salaries, which comprise the largest part of 
any school budget. But the state has begun to commit itself 
to providing the funds necessary for more equitable teacher 


pay. 
Subsequently, teacher salaries do seem to be on the rise in 
Massachusetts and throughout the country. The primary 
reason is a change in attitude, and the last is the law of supply 
and demand. Teachers, especially in the areas of science and 
math, are becoming increasingly difficult to find, with 
shortages predicted by almost every professional 
organization in the country. And as always, when there is a 
shortage of something the price goes up. Many school 
systems, specifi¢ally in Maryland, are offering ee 

bonuses to attract teachers, and pay is on the increase. 
Pethaps it is ironic that salaries will increase inevitably 
of some very basic economic rules. But in any 
the final result is what will provide for more teachers, 

who will be compensated as they should be. 


involved in this eet both ata 
local and national level, joined 
forces across the United States in 
1983 (some of us earlier) with the 
goal in mind to raise the legal 
drinking age to 21 and to get the 
message Out to children that it was 
alright to "just say no.”

(c) laws, legislation, petitions, 
publicity and public awareness of 
the situation. 

The Chemical People Project 
involved everyone--parents, stu- 
dents, school, law enforcement and 
town government. Together we 
made a difference in Wilmington, 
the Commonwealth, and the nation, 
The Wilmington Chemical People 
Task Force worked and encouraged 
our-community to: 


Establish a eicctatamasity 
advisory council; review and estab- 
lish a strong school drug/alcohol 
abuse policy and diciplinary code 
for our schools; develop a working 
procedure for law enforcement 
intervention; identified community 
resources and treatment 

Develop a substance ‘abuse 
prevention and education curricu- 
lum plan for K-12; encourage 
in-service training and education 
for teachers; work and establish 
peer education programs for 
Wilmington public schools; estab- 
lish a working relationship with 
our local hospital and regional 
health center. 

These were our goals and many 
of them have been accomplished, 
but we have Jong way to go and we 
need more people to get involved. 

We can win back this generation 
of children from the ravages of 
alcohol/drug abuse, we can win this 
war on drugs, but it will take a 
dedication and commitment on the 
part of every parent in this country 
to turn this tragic situation 
aground, 

All the government programs, 
and all the politicians’ promises, 
can not win this battle. This is a 
“homefront war" and we must all 
get involved--show you care about 
our kids "stick your neck out for 
them.” 

Yes, you can do something about 
school-age drug and alcohol abuse, 
but you have to step out in faith and 
act on the strength of your 
convictions.

Tuesday, September 24, Barbara 
Anderson, executive director of 
Citizens for Limited Taxation 
(CLT), will address members and 
guests of the Wilmington Chamber 
of Commerce at a breakfast 

w meeting at Stelio’s Restaurant in 
Wilmington. 

Anderson will explain how 
passage of CLT's initiative petition 
for a law phasing out the surtax on 
the state personal income tax and 
limiting state tax revenue growth to 
the level of growth in state wages 
and salaries will benefit taxpayers. 
It will require that revenue raised 
in excess of the limit will be 
returned to the taxpayers as a 
proportional credit on the personal 


income tax return. 

In 1977, Barbara Anderson 
joined CLT as a volunteer and 
collected 4800 signatures on the 
State tax limitation amendment 
(Proposition 2 1/2). The following 
year, she became administrative 
assistant.

$340k grant for 
windows, energy items 


An additional $340,298 will be 
spent in improvements to Wilming- 
ton High School under a state 
energy grant announced Monday, 
The grant includes $288,888 for 
new windows in the school. 

The grant will supplement the 
renovations currently underway at 
the school. Classroom areas of the 
school have been renovated and 
repainted, except for the windows. 
The new windows will have 
two-foot aluminum panels at the 
top 

Other items in the grant include 
$43,000 for a new boiler, $2070 to 
seal a roof vent in the auditorium, 
$4000 for a computerized energy 
management system, and $1640 for 


keylock switches. 

The grant was secured through 
the Executive Office of Energy 
Resources by Rep. Jim Miceli, who 
managed to exceed a ceiling of 
$100,000 which had been 
established for the grants, An 
additional problem was that the 
payback period for the windows 
was beyond the established 
ten-year limit. The figures were 
recalculated, with the payback 
coming in at 9.9 years 

Other items sought under the 
grant were turned down, including 
condensate pumps and new 
lighting. Miceli said he would 
resubmit applications for $50,000 
to fund those items.

For the youthful nimrod, there's 
no better way to learn hunting skills 
than to chase squirrels through the 
beechnut trees. 

For the sake of definition, 
hunting for squirrels doesn't mean 
going to the park to knock off a 
quick bag limit of overweight 
“popcorn” Squirrels. Those tame 
specimens are best left alone, if for 
no better reason than to give inner 
city folks a chance to visit with’ 
nature, 

Real, live, hide-in-the-trees-type 
Squirrels are a worthy opponent for 
any hunter. They seem to know 
why you're in the woods and why 
you're carrying that thunder-stick. 
In their role as one of the lower 
links in the food chain, they're used 
to being hunted. Ask any owl. 

By the way, squirrel pie is one of 
my favorite autumn delicacies. 
Perhaps owls really are wise. 
Hmmm. 

The Commonwealth allows each 
hunter five gray squirrels a day, 
and the season is now open in the 
western half of Massachusetts. The 
season in this half of the Bay State 
won't open until October 20, with 
both halves of the state open for 
squirrels until just after New 
Year's Day. 

Rifles are legal to use on squirrels 
in the western half of the state, but 
it's shotguns only in this half. 
However, a scattergun is much 
safer, no matter where you hunt. 
There's just no telling where a .22 
slug will land if you (heaven 
forbid) miss your shot at a tree 
climbing gray. 

Hunting for “squizzels" is best 
done early in the day, when they 
climb down to look for breakfast. 
A quick search of the ground will 
tell you where the cafeteria is 
located. If the ground is littered 
with chewed-up nut husks, take a 
seat -- the bushytails will be along 
presently, 

Squirrels will uavel to whatever 
nut tree is bearing fruit, whether 
it's a beechnut, black walnut or a 
low-growing hazelnut bush. 

If squirrels are heard in the area 
but seem to be acting shy, it's 
amusing to try calling them in, 
Store-bought squirrel calls work 
fine for this, but you can get almost 
the same effect by cupping a 
quarter in the palm of your hand 
and tapping it with another coin, 

Still, don't bother trying to call 
them to someplace they d5n't want 
to go. Squirrels go where their 


stomachs guide them, most of the 
time. 


If you do see a squirrel coming, 
sit tight. Wait until your shot is 
perfect before you move a muscle, 
They scare easily, 

Sometimes a scared squirrel will 
sit on a branch about ten feet off the 
‘ground and call out your location to 
every critter in the forest. So much 
for them -- they make for easy 
shots. 

Other times, however, that fat 
gray rascal will disappear from the 
face of the earth. Most often the 
squirrel is hiding on the other side 
of the tree trunk, and a clever ruse 
will sometimes scare him over to 
your side. Pop -- there's another 
‘one for the pot. 

But sometimes the squirrel heads 
for the top branches and hunkers 
down in a notch. When you put a 
motionless gray squirrel into the 
hollow between two gray tree 
limbs, he is G-O-N-E, 

For all intents and purposes, 
Scotty could have beamed him 
aboard the Enterprise. Don't waste 
the ammunition -- he won that 
round. 

The hunting season is open for 
gray squirrels only, by the way. 
Those enormous, brown "fox" 
squirrels are protected, but the 
little red “pine” squirrels are 
always in season, with no bag limit, 
as well they should be. 

I wish I had a nickel for ever time 
I looked straight up at a screaming 
red squirrel, wishing with all my 
might that I had a 12 gauge in my 
hands and not a .30-30 rifle. More 
than once I've calmly leveled my 
sights onto one of those little red 
monsters and, without squeezing 
the trigger, lovingly whispered the 
magic word: 

"Pow!"

The original wording 
stated that "The density of any 
proposed development will not 
increase by more than the number 
of units required to meet the 
affordable housing requirements of 
this bylaw (20 percent).” 

The change was drawn up to 
provide builders with more of an 
incentive to set aside 20 percent of 
their constructed units, including 
multi-family units, for low to 
moderate income families. Of the 
20 percent, one-third would repor- 
tedly go to low income families 
under the auspices of the 
Wilmington Housing Authority; 
one-third to moderate income 
families; and one-third to middle 
income families. 

Chairman Jim Stewart led mem- 
bers in the difficult task of striking 


Drug policy

Wilmington School Committee 
members last Wednesday voted five 
to one in favor of several changes 
to the system's drug policy, changes 
which they said would make the 
policy more rehabilitative and add 
a more human approach to 
students’ needs. 

The changes were suggested by 
the Superintendent's Drug and 
Alcohol Abuse Task Force and 
recommended by Supt. Robert 
Horan after committeemen moved 
for a review of the two year old 
policy. 

Most of the members agreed with 
a move to reduce the year long 
suspension from extracurricular 
activities to 15 days for first 
offenders.

Committeeman Tony Accardi 
cast the only negative vote for the 
policy changes after his amendment 
to add the word "minimum" before 
the 15 days failed. 

"Basically I agree with the 
concept (that a full year is too 
severe)" said Accardi, adding that

attempts to construct multi-family 
dwellings and increase density in 
town. After more review and 
possible changes, the bylaw will be 
placed before residents at a public 
hearing and then brought up for a 
vote at a town meeting in the near 
future. 

According to the bylaw change, 
the density of any proposed deve- 
lopment will meet the following 
minimum requirements: in an 
existing R 60 zone, current zoning 
could be reduced from 60,000 to 
40,000 square foot lots; in an 
existing R 20 zone, current zoning 
could be reduced from 20,000 to 
15,000 square foot lots. This 
requirement would allow develop- 
ers to reduce frontage and place 
more lots~on the property than 
presently allowed. Members 

however, that the R 10 zone 
was too small and would not fall 
under the proposed change. 

During the ensuing discussion, 


several points were brought out, 
Members felt if developers are 
allowed to increase density, they 
should not be allowed to obtain 
variances through the board of 
appeals. They felt the R 60 lot size 
should not be reduced too much or 
it would not conform to the 
surrounding neighborhood. They 
were firm thac any multi-family 
units or duplexes should be 
scattered. And they said they would 
allow multi-family units to be built 
off-site though the reduced 
requirement would not apply to 
these units. 

Stewart, who was responsible for 
revising the original section, told 
those present this is “much more in 
line with what is an incentive" and 
he didn't see builders "balking" at 
the proposal. 

Board of health members were in 
attendance to give input and see 
whether the proposal would be 
acceptable to them. Though they 
had some concern over whether 
septic systems could fit on smaller 
lot sizes, they said each case varies. 
They said the developer would have 
to test ahead of time for the

They argued that the 
consensus seems to be the general 
public wouldn't go for apartments. 

Planning Board Chairman Carole 
Hamilton suggested they look at 
increasing the density of PRD zones 
as “developers have a lot more 
scope to be creative in those areas.” 

Following up another comment, 
Surprenant suggested owners who 
wish to convert their homes to 
multi-family structures for rental 
purposes might go to the housing 
authority to see if the state would 
help subsidize them. This would 
allow some type of apartments in 
town, he said, though Stewart was 
quick to add “that's the only way 
we'd allow it." 

Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski 
discouraged the idea of rehabili- 
tating existing buildings, explain- 
ing it costs just as much or more to 
accomplish this as it does to build a 
new home.

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Dougall, author of ‘‘Hoaxes,”” 
that’s exactly what he attemp- 
ted to do at one point. Hearst 
decided that there had to be 
something tumultuous going on 
in Cuba, so he commissioned 
famous painter Frederic Rem- 
ington to go to Cuba to get pic- 
tures of a war going on down 
there. When Remington wired 
back “that there was nothing 
happening on the island and that 
he wanted to return home, 
Hearst sent a message back to 
remain. ‘‘You furnish the , 
picutres and I'll furnish the 
war," Hearst cabled back to 
Remington. Just another day in 
the rough and tumble world of 
the newspaper business, I guess. 

Champ Clark, in his book “My 
Quarter Century of American 
Politics,’ humorously recol- 
lected a story about General 
Joseph Wheeler, who'd been a 
Confederate cavalry officer in 
the War Between the States. By 
the time the Spanish-American 
War broke out, Wheeler was 
nearly senile, yet he remained 
in command. He had to be car- 
ried out to the battlefield via 
ambulance. He was so sick, in 
fact, he once had a hard time 
remembering who the enemy 
was. During the Battle of San- 
tiago he shouted to his men that 
the Yankess were on the run. 
Then he remembered which war 
he was in and corrected himself. 
According to Clark, Wheeler 
shouted, “Oh, damn it! I didn’t 
mean the Yankees, I meant the 
Spaniards!"' Well, so much for 
battlefield heroics. 

Most of us history lovers have 
been led to believe that Teddy 
Roosevelt and his Rough Riders 
charged up San Juan Hill during 
the Battle of Santiago. Well, 
hold on to your boot straps, 
partners, because according to 
William Henry Harbaugh, 
whose biography of Roosevelt, 
“Power and Responsibility: The 
Life and Times of Theodore 
Roosevelt,” is considered one of 
the best ever done on the man, 
by the time Teddy Roosevelt got 
to the top of San Juan Hill the 
Spaniards had long since fled 
What actually happened was 
this: Roosevelt and his Rough 
Riders charged up Kettle Hill, 
which was a smaller hill next to 
San Juan Hill. It was from there 
that Roosevelt and his men fired 
upon the Spaniards, who were 
atop San Juan Hill. Roosevelt 
and the Rough Riders continued 
their fire until the regular infan- 
try was able to take San Juan 
Hill, Roosevelt later wrote in his 
memoirs that Kettle Hill was the 
best position from which to at- 
tack the Spaniards. He also 
wrote that he and his men had 
“a splendid view of the charge 
on the San Juan blockhouse.”” 

According to Harbaugh, when 
Roosevelt ran for governor of 
New York immediately after the 
Spanish-American War, he 
asked several of his men, who 
were regarded as heroes, to 
campaign for him. The move 
nearly backfired. One of those 
heroes, a fellow by the name of 
Buck Taylor, addressed a crowd 
of voters, noting that Roosevelt 
had led his men up San Juan Hill 
“like sheep to the slaughter,” 
adding, “and so he will lead 
you."” Roosevelt quickly aban- 
doned the idea of using his 
former troops as campaign 
workers, and in spite of Taylor's 
comments, managed to win the 
election. Two years later, 
Roosevelt became William 
McKinley's vice-president. 

According to Charles S$ 
Olcott, author of “The Life of 
William McKinley,” the Philip- 
pines became annexed to the 
United States because McKinley 
heard the voice of God tell him 
to accept the islands as a gift 
from heaven. McKinley fre- 
quently got down on his knees 
and prayed to God for advice, 
and the 25th president claimed 
he often heard the voice of God 
answer him back. The annexing 
of the Philippine Islands was 
one of the Lord’s most notable 
messages. : 

Mark Sullivan, in his. book, 
“Our Times,’ notes that Leon 
Czolosz, the man who 
assassinated President 
McKinley, had set out to kill a 
priest, but was discouraged 
from doing so by a friend in 
Chicago who owned and 
operated a tailor shop. The 
ie told Czologesz that 


a few people \ 
would attend ‘his funeral. 
Czolgosz_ decided to kill CS 
president instead, and on 

6, 1901, he traveled to 

where ‘he murdered President 
McKinley. 


the on esination of Willers 


Nevinley: McKinley’s secre- 

ptf George B. Cortelyou, had 
bad feelings about the president 
travelling to Buffalo, and asked 
him not to go there. McKinley 
refused, and on Friday, Sept. 6, 
1901, while shaking hands with 
voters at the Temple of Music, 
Leon Czolgosz, wearing a ban- 
dage over his right hand to con- 
ceal a handgun, walked up to the 
president and fired two bullets 
at him. One was deflected by a 
button; “the other entered his 
abdomen, fatally wounding him. 

“God’s in his Heaven — all's 
right with the world,” — Mark 
Hanna, McKinley’s campaign 
manager.

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Modern pirates » 
terrorize high seas

Aboard the Falcon Countess, 
both the captain and the crew 
believed their ship had cleared 
the danger zone in the pirate- 
infested Strait of Malacca, the 
busy trade route linking the In- 
dian Ocean and the South China 
Sea. 

Then the pirates appeared, 
armed with knives and 
bayonets. They swarmed 
aboard, bound the captain, and 
made off with $20,000 from the 
ship’s safe. 

Off the west coast of Africa, 
pirates steal everything that's 
not nailed down, according to a 
German sea captain. In a South 
American port, a Danish cap- 
tain was warned not to sleep in 
his cabin while at anchor 
because of the peril of pirates. 

These are not tales from the 
swashbuckling days of yore, 
when the likes of Captain Kidd, 
Blackbeard, and the Barbary 

irates roamed the seas. The 

‘alcon Countess, a merchant 
vessel leased to the U.S. 
tary, was attacked last year. 
HOSES AS WEAPONS 

“Pirate watches” are routine- 
ly posted on ships navigating the 
narrow straits of Malacca and 
Singapore; alert crews fight off 
today’s pirates by washing them 
overboard with fire hoses. 

Lurking in many of the same 
haunts of old, pirates are a 
serious problem in the 1980s. At 
least one act of piracy occurs 
every day somewhere in the 
world. 

That rate includes all forms of 
sea piracy, from the most sav- 
age — the rape and murder of 
Vietnamese refugees fleeing 
across the Gulf of Thailand — to 
the seizing of yachts and other 
pleasure boats for drug-running 
in the Caribbean and Gulf of 
Mexico. 

“Piracy is a phenomenon that 
comes and goes," says Gerhard 
O.W. Mueller, professor of 
criminal justice at Rutgers 
University 


“There have been 12 major 
eras of piracy since ancient 
Phoenician times,” Mueller 
says. ‘‘The current one started 
in the mid-1970s, reached its 
crest in 1980-81, and has con- 
tinued at that high level,”

racy," says Peter Kidman of 
the London-based International 
Maritime Bureau, set up in 1980 
by the International Chamber of 
Commerce to monitor the grow- 
ing wave of maritime fraud, 
which includes ‘‘paper-and- 
paintbrush” piracy as well as 
the more traditional type. 

But like earlier buccaneers, 
today’s pirates are often after 
loot that can be easily carried 
off — jewelry, money, and per- 
sonal valuables. y prowl 

‘ly patrolled, often political- 
ly disputed waters off weak 
coastal countries. They fre- 
quently attack in seas dotted 
with islands that provide conve- 
nient hideouts. 

HIGH-SPEED NIGHT RAIDS 

They come from astern in 
high-s] motorboats, usually 
at night. They throw grappling 
hooks over the stern, shinny up 
ropes, hold the crew at gunpoint, 
rob the safe and steal personal 
valuables, then disappear over 
the side. 

This is typical when the target 
is a cargo ship or tanker, says 
Daniel J. Dzurek, a State 
Department geographer who 
has studied piracy worldwide. 

Piracy against commercial 
vessels is the most 
geographically widespread, oc- 
curring in the sea lanes of the 
Far East, off the west coast of 
Africa, in the eastern Mediter- 
ranean, and off the Brazilian 
coast of South America, he says. 

In the first six months of 1985, 
the International Maritime 
Bureau received 28 reports of 
pirate attacks against commer- 
cial vessels, most from the 
Strait of Malacca and West

of cases are not reported,” says 
Kidman, who also notes an up- 
surge in terrorism at sea, such 
as last year’s Achille Lauro 
takeover. 

For a long time, Nigeria was 
one of the worst trouble spots; 
ships waiting to dock at Lagos 
were sitting ducks for pirates. A 
Nigerian government 
crackdown that began in 1982 
has helped cut the number of in- 
cidents dramatically. 

But Kidman says “the pirates 
simply moved along the coast to 
other countries'’ such as 
Liberia, Sierra Leone, Guinea, 
and the Ivory Coast. 


Off West Africa, pirates have 
taken everything from cham- 
pagne and perfume to infant 
formula and birth-control pills 
Everywhere, electronic equip- 
ment is prized booty. “I have vi- 
sions of pirates with Sony 
Walkmans,” says Dzurek 

Off West Africa and in the 
eastern Mediterranean, where 
countries such as Lebanon have 
little control of their ports, 
stolen cargo can be illegally 
unloaded with no questions 
asked. Cries of piracy some- 
times disguise maritime fraud. 

In some cases of “paper 
piracy,” the ship totally disap- 
pears, says Robert C. Ritchie, a 
history professor at the Univer- 
sity of California, San Diego. “A 
shipment of oil, for example, 
may be taken to an illegal port 
in South Africa, offloaded and 
sold there, the ship taken out to 
sea and sunk, and the insurance 
money collected.” 


In other cases, ships reported 
lost at sea have been diverted to 
clandestine ports, unloaded, and 
repainted — reappearing under 
anew name anda new flag. 

By far the most brutal and 
bloody acts of piracy are against 
Vietnamese boat people fleeing 
to Thailand and Malaysia 
Pirates, most of them Thai fish 
ermen, killed 388 people, ab- 
ducted 587, and raped 734 
women from 1982 through 1985, 
the United Nations reports. 
Another 967 people have been 
reported missing and are 
presumed dead 

In the Caribbean, where 
17th-century pirates attacked 
rich Spanish galleons, the target 
today is usually the boat itself, 
not its cargo. 
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“In terms of entertainment, this may be included among the valuable improvements of 
history. It's the wooden mount a boy rides to the world’s end, one arm outflung and the other 
wisely keeping his hold upon what may be termed his own destiny. He rides with free excite: 
ment, and he knows where his horse is going... The destination is not so limited and fixed
